DAWES SETTLEMENT 
IS SIGNED BY POWERS. 
London, ugust 30.—The Dawes. 


reparations settlement embodied in 
the pact of London, became effective | 
today cp bay wepresentatives of the 
yarious foreign powers signed the 
pact at the British foreign office. 

With this formality disposed of, the 
French will now begin evacuation of 
the Ruhr. which must be completed 
with a year. The French troops will 
first be withdrawn from Dortmund. 
This move probably will be the first 
visible accomplishment of the London 
conference and the Dawes agreement. 
althouzh the evacuation was arranged 
outside of the regular Dawes protocols. 
Also, today’s events opens the way to 
the $200,000,000 loan to Germany. 

Signing Done Casually. 

The affixing of the signatures, de- 
spite the significance of the event, 
was accomplished casually, with a 
minimum of ceremony. Ambassador 
Kellozg represented the United States, 
but did not sign the document. Ow- 
ing to the absence of Premier Mac- 
Donald in Sqotiand, Sir Eyre Crowe, 
undersecretary for foreign § affairs, 
signed for Great Britain. 

Four documents were signed.

Paris, August 30.—The French 
foreign office, in an official 
munique, “protests most. strongly” 
against Chancellor Merx's§ decision 


repudiating the German avowal of, 


war guilt contained in the Versailles 


treaty. The communique announces 
that if a copy of the Marx repudiation 
is sent France as planned, “the of- 
ficial reply that it calls for will be 
sent Berlin without delay.” 

Chancellor Marx's thesis, according 
to the communique, is “in contraaic- 
tion of not only self-evident facts, 
but also of the formal terms of the 
treaty of Versailles, which weee again 
voiced in the name of the allies by 
Mr. Tloyd George, March 3, 1921.” 

The communique concludes: “The 
world knows that exactly ten years 
azo Germany suddenly attacked a he-. 
roie country that ought to have been 
protected by its neutrality and at- 
tacked France which, to prove her 
pacifie disposition, spontaneously 
withdrew her troops ten kilometers 
from the frontier. To deny these facts 
would be to injure the cause of peace.”

Herrin, Ill, August 30.—The ten- 
sion between followers of the Ku 
Klux Klan and their opponents that 
has existed in Williamson county for 
several months came to a head this 
afternoon when six men were slain 
in a renewed warfare between the 
two factions. 

Again, Herria took on the aspect 
of a town ruled by martial law, when 
two companies of the Illinois state 
guatd moved into this mining town 
and, by their mere appearance, 
forced peace back upon the warring 
factions, 

Sheriff George Galligan announced 
tonight that peace had been restored 
and that he was prepared to cops 
with the situation, supported by his 
force of deputies and the state mi- 
litia. 

It was the third open outbreak in 
Williamson county which caused the 
mobilization of state troops, whose 
appearance brought back peace and 
quiet among the turbulent popula- 
tion of the United States’ greatest 
mining county.

Free This Week 


Will your brakes hold? 
This question will face every mo- 
'torist in Atlanta tomorrow morning, 
| the beginning of the brake-testing 

campaign of ‘the Atlanta safety coun- 
cil. Inspection of automobile brakes 
lis an important step toward safety in 
| driving. Brake inspection and stop- 
ping tests are preventive measures, 
| To facilitate the inspection,  sta- 
tions have been’ arranged at 444 
Whitehall street, 169 West Peach- 
tree street, S28 Peachtree street, 587 
Marietta street, 10 East North ave- 
nue, 644 North Boulevard where com- 
petent men in uniform will be sta- 
tioned to assist motorists to quickly 
determine whether or not they really 
have control of their cars. 

Mayor’s Proclamation. 

Mavor Walter A. Sims, recognizing 
the value of the campaign, has issued 
the following proclamation: 

“Whereas, the records of the At- 
lanta safety council show that 18 
lives have been lost, and 494 persons 
injured in motor vehicle accidents in 
the city of Atlanta during the first 
six months of 1924, and 

“Whereas, much pain and suffer- 
ing, as well as heavy financial] loss, 
a resulted from these accidents;

“Whereas, ft is believed that many 
accidents would be avoided by proper 
inspection and testing of brakes of 
motor vehicles; and,

citizens of Atlanta. 

“Therefore, I, Walter A. Sims, 
mavor of the city of Atlanta, do is- 
sue this day @¢his, my proclamation, 
urging each and every owner and op- 
erator of a motor vehicle in our 
‘city to avail themselves of this on- 
| portunity to materially assist in 
overcoming the unnecessary 
our city caused by accidents.

“If motorists would avoid doing 
those things which, when done by 
other motorists, cause them incon- 
venience or danger,” says H. H.

“The invasion by Riffians aad Go- 
maris,” it says, “has caused a gen- 
eral uprising in the western zone 
{Tetuan) and creates a _ situation 
necessitating intensive protection of 
the Zauen-Tetuan road, by two 
‘strong columns who are engaged in 
constant fighting in a mountainous 
fegion against gn almost invisible 
enemy along the Lau river. 

“The Spanish forces are compelled 
to fizht for every inch in their at- 
tempt to bring relief to besieged posi- 
- tions, but they do not fear so much 
the fire of the enemy as the difficult 
_ terrain in which these beleaguered 
positions are situated. To this is 
added the fact that water must be 
carried to their base, as the watering 
places along the front are too dan- 
gerous to be utliized. 

“Some of the besieged positions 
. have lost their heliographic com- 
munication and those who still can 
use it report casualties from fighting 
and illness. 

“Raisuli (former bandit chief) is 
doing everything in his power to aid 
and fight on our side near Xauen. 

“The Spanish government in this 
statement has tried to tell the whole 
truth which the people can and must 
know as regards the actual state of 
affairs in Morocco without being in- 
discreet and revealing secrets of 
military plans which the government 
and the general staff have worked 
out to bring about a successful end- 
ing to the warfare against the re- 
bellious Moors.”

Mysterious Murders

satisfactorily solved. “The Borden 
case,” according to Mr. Pearson, “is 
without parallel in the criminal his- 
tory of Am -ica. It is the most in- 
teresting, end perhaps’ the 


puzzling murder which has occurred 
in this country. There are in it all 
the elements which make such an 
event worth reading about, since, in 
the first place, it was a mysterious 
crime in a class of society where such 
deeds of violence are not only foreign, 
but usually widely impossible. It 
was purely na problem in murder, 
not complicated by scandals of the 
kind which lead to the crime passion-

of the political assassination.”

drew Jackson Borden and his wife, 
of Fall River, Massachusetts, were 
brutally murdered on August 4,-1892 
Miss Lizzie Andrew Borden, a 
daughter of Mr. Borden’s first mar- 
riage, was tried for the crime, but as 
the evidence wag wholly circumstan- 
tial, the verdict was “not guilty.” 
The Bordens were a quiet folk of a 


kind known to all of us and were se 
obscure that we should never have 
heard of them if the murders had not 
put their names on everybody's lips. 

Of the events recorded in the news- 


papers of August, 1892, Mr. Pearson | . 
“ ‘ed from Boston bound for Rosario, 


writes: “There were speculations 
upon Mr. Cleveland’s popularity; he 
was about to turn the tables on 
President Harrison, and defeat him 
in the November election. Mr. Glad- 
stone's health was not too good. That 
aspiring sportsman, the Emperor 
Wilhelm, was racing his yacht art 
Cowes. John L. Sullivan was train- 
ing for his last fight—with Corbett. 
Krom the port of Palos had set forth 
a replica of the caravel Santa Maria, 
to take part in the celebration of the 
400th anniversary of Columbus’ dis- 
covery. Chicago was raising money 
for its World Fadr, and hoping that 
the cholera, reported in distant parts 
of Europe, was not coming as a guest. 
There were echoes of the Homestead 
strike and riot; Mr. Frick was _ re.

The district attorney, during his in- 
vestigation of the murders, received 
a curious and varied collection of 
letters from all parts of the United 
States containing suggestions as to 
solving the mystery. 

The Nathan murder, called by Mr. 
Pearson “The Twenty-third street 
murder,” is the second murder case 
discussed. Benjamin Nathan was an 
eminent and highly respected Jew. He 
was ranked as one of the wealthy men 
of New York, a good citizen, charitable 
in his acts and inclinations. He was 
about fifty-seven years okd in July, 
1870, ‘when he was murdered in his 
home on ‘twenty-third street. The 
story of his death took the place on 
the front pages of the newspapers 
which the Franco-Prussian war had 
been occupying. The Nathan murder 
has been called New York's most fa- 
mous and most mysterious murder. 
Those who hold with De Quincey that 
to be readable the story of a murder 
must contain some element of mystery 
will find im the account of the 
Nathan murder a strange  fascina- 
nation. 

All who lived near the sea were 
especially interested in the murders 
on the barkentine Herbert Fuller, 
which took place in July, 1896. On 
July 3, 1896, the Herbert Fuller sail- 


on the Parana river, Argentine re- 
public. There were eleven men and 
one woman on board. On July 21 the 
ship entered the harbor of Halifax, 
towing a boat which contained the 
bodies of ner captain, her second offi- 
eer and the captain’s wife, all three 
of whom had been murdered. The 
first mate, Thomas Mead Chambers 
Bram, was accused of the crime and 
tried twice. Finally, almost two years 
after the murders, he was sentenced 
to life imprisonment. He was re- 
leased on parole August 27, 1913, and 
in 1919 VDresident Wilson granted 
him a full pardon. 

The murder of Mabel Page, of Wes 
ton, Mass., in March, 1904, is the 
subject of the chapter entitled “The 
Hunting Knife.” For this crime 
Charles Louis..Tucker, the owner of 
the knife, was executed. This is the 
only case recorded by Mr. Pearson 
where the accused was convicted and 
paid the penalty for his crime. “Ten 
thousand tears are shed in America 
for persons accused of murder, and 
even for persons convicted of murder, 
to every word of regret spoken for 
this victims of the murders,” writes 
Mr. Pearson. “And that, according 
to thoughtful investigators, is one of 
the reasons why America leads the 
world in its shameful record for the 
unlawful taking of human life.” 

The strange case of the Boorns, of 
Manchester, Vt., is presented 
the title “Unele Amos Dreams a 
Dream.” In this case, because of a 
dream thrice repeated, two nephews 
of Amos Boorn were accused of the 
murder of their brother-in-law, Rus- 
sel] Colvin, who had been missing six 
or seven years. The two brothess 
were tried, convicted and senténced to 
death, but while they were awaiting 
the execution of their sentence Rus- 
sell Colvin was found and the Boorns 
were soon at liberty.

One of the first 
things a New Yorker does when he 
accumulates a fair-sized roll and gets 
up in the world is to take up horse 
back riding. 

When I was a boy only the fellow 
with a five-acre patch, a hound . ;, 
sick cow and a sour well rode horse- 
back. It was almost a badge of pov- 
erty. If he wanted to make a splurge 
he had a buggy and drove through 
Main street with one leg dangling out 
the side. 

But it is a new age, as somedne 
has said, and now when a man gets 
three jumps ahead of shiny trousers 
and frayed cuffs he buys a pair of 
short pants cut the shape of butter 
beans, a re? vest, braided coat, Joe 
Weber derby and begins galloping 
around the bridle paths. 

A few weeks azo I was tricked into 
‘trying out a “mount’—New Yorkese 
for “horse.” Now that I can dine 
fairly comfortably sitting down I can 
say with great gusto that I don’t care 
much for it. The horse didn’t fit me. 
If we have to snatch our pleasures 
‘from the pristine pastimes of our 
youth I choose horse-shoe pitching. 

This mount was one of tnose skit- 
tish animals. The stirring of a leaf 
made him prick up his ears and jump 


to one side. Several times he jumped 
but I didn’t go with him. I went 
elsewhere and it was no fureyit all. 
Especially when you have a lot of 
bridgework that won’t stand hard 
jolts. 

After riding two miles I stopped 
and was lifted off by two groomsmen.

New Yorkers don't ride as we used 
to ride back on a Missouri farm. Out 
there we went out into the pasture, 
ealled Old Bess and led her over to 
n rail fence to mount her. Old Bess 
was slightly spavined and suffered 
from the heaves. She was guided by 
tugs this way and that at her mane. 
She never got beyond a dog trot and 
that was the way we drove cows for 
milking. 

But here, Mercy! Mercy! (pro- 
nounced “mercy” except in Idaho 
where it is pronounced “mercy’) a 
fellow who rides a horse must bathe, 
shave and floss himself up as though 
he might be going to a wedding. 

Parades Up Avenue. 

His riding boots are patent leather 
‘and his pants are meticulously press- 
ed sidewise to make them appear 
like sails on a cat boat. He _ also 
wears an Ascot tie. ‘Then he parades 
up Fifth avenue, flicking his whip 


against his boots like the villain in 
the old melodrama. 

He doesn't go to a stable for his 
horse. He goes to a riding acadeniy. 
And you should see the professors af 
these vast institutions of learning 
that clot about the southern entrance 
of Central park. They resemble Prus- 
sian guardsmen. 

You select a horse that has been 

manicured and whose coat shines like 
your old pair of fishing pants. The 
professoi or instructor on another 
mount accompanies you to the en- 
trance of the park bridle path. And 
after that your life is in your own 
hands. 
_You don’t try to sit in the saddle. 
You must keep bobbing up and down 
and hunched all up as though you 
were trying to kiss the horse on the 
ear, All the swells of the town are 
flashing by with worried faces look- 
ing like people might look if they at- 
tempted to eat a bowl] of rhubarb in 
a ferris wheel. 

Now and then you see a rideriess 
horse and you must turn back and 
help dig one of your playmates out of 
the turf. Other times you may see a 
fat man sitting under his horse. He 
may tell you that he is just sitting 
there to keep out of the sun but don't 
believe him. He's just fooling. 

It costs more to maintain a horse 
on Fifth avenue than it does a chick- 
en on Broadway. 


A man who really knows how to 
ride a horse in Manhattan is as rare 
Las a@ tree-climbing fish in the Sabara. 
When the real cowboys come here and 
want a good laugh ‘hey go.up to Cen- 
tral park and sit on the stone wall 
along the bridle path. Some of them

Ten years ago there were not more 
than four riding academies in New 
York. Now there are nearly a hun- 
dred and some of them are more like 
castles than stables. The riding acad- 
emy draws such classy crowds thet 
real estate in the neighborhood jumps 
up in price. Imagine what would 
happen if they built a stable in the 
midrift of the swellest residential 
street back home. 

Dressing up to go horseback riding 
seems as silly to me as going fishing 
in a dinner jacket. The popuiation 
of New York is gradually dividing up 
into two classes—those who go horse 
back riding and those who do not.

When men as big as Firpo and 
Wills meet, measurements are not 
alwass important. There was once a 


heavyweight champion of the world 
who knocked out some of the tough- 
est heavyweights in al] ring history, 
and put them down so hard the first 
clip that they didn’t come up for 
more beating. ‘That was Beb Fitz- 
simmons. I think there is little doubt 
that Bob was at his best when he 
won the n.iddleweight title from Jack 
Dempsey the Nonpareil. Fitzsim- 
mons was then twenty-nine, and on 
the day of the Dempsey fight he 
weighe exactly 1471-2 pounds. 
Dempsey’s vreight was 150 1-2. 
Fitzsimmons knocked out Jim Cor- 
bett six years later he had passed his 
prime and weighed a little more, 
hut still weli within the middleweight 
limit. The modern Jack Dempsey, 
heavyweight champion, scaled 18% 
when he kriocked out the gigantic 260 
pound Willard at Toledo, and never 
goes more than ten pounds over that 
in condition. 

So weight isn’t everything. 

As far as weight is concerned, 
Wills and Firpo are well matched. 
Firpo’s fighting poundage is about 
916, and Wills varies from 212 to 
220. 
There have been scores of different 
measurements of Firpo published.

October and 
November, especially if there is any- 
thine like good news on the business 
cutlook at that time. 
Business Improved. 

The present trend of business is 
for a decided improvement, und in 
some trades for close to a boom. The 
political outlook is considered very 
good in banking and business circles, 
where the majority seem to look for 
the re-election of President Coolidge. 
The foreign settlement is being pro- 
longed but it is almost certain that it 
will go through. A factor of great 
importance in the business field will 
be the floating of a German loan here, 
for it is apparent that this will be 
the oeccasiédn for a big cemonstration 
in the stock market until the loan has 
been sold. If previous signs mean 
anything, the recent reaction in the 
market was fostered by banking in- 
terests who wished to sirengthen the 
technical position in preparation for 
a sustained advance uniil the German 
bonds have been sold. 

The continuation of strength in the 
position of the money market is also a 
factor hat should be counted on heay- 
ily in securities, for it means a long 
period of low rates. Many stocks 
are selling to give yields of 61-2 per 
cent to 7 per cent of a ciass that can 
be considered safely on tkeir present

There 
are good prospects for an early rise 
in exchanges, however, if the Dawes 
plan is put into actual cperation. 


Bond Issues Taken. 


New bond issues have been well 
taken, but the bond trading market 
has lacked “snap,” and there has been 
a slightly lower trend in many is- 
sues. This is merely a reactionary 
tendency, and is normal after so long 
a period of advancing quotations. 
There is every reason tw look for a 
generally strong bond market during 
the fall and the early part of 1925. 
Beyond that, everything in bond 
prices will depend upon muney rates, 
and these rates in turn will be de- 
pendent upon how much borrowing 
will take place to finanze the expect- 
ed expansign in general business. 
When trade picks up, the first thing 
that oecurs is the selling of tempo- 
rary investments, and that is taking 
place now to some exient. Then 
there is sure to be nm ii-crease in 
borrowing of money in the open mar- 
ket for business needs. That may 
be large enough to gradually use up 
the enormous reserves that are now 
available for loans, but severaj bil- 
lion dollars’ expansion could take 
place in industrial loans before there 
would be serious ‘curtailment of 
credit. 

The motor trades are having much 
better sales and there are prospective 
increases in business for the tall re- 
orted by many leading companies, It 
noks as if the big volume of busi- 
ness that had been expected in the 
spring and was then lost because of 
the great uncertainty following the 
“oil scai lal” is going to be buoked 
in the next four months. Some com- 
panies are planning a big increase in 
their production of cars and are 
speeding up their plant operations. 

Although many plants in various 
lines of business closed down and 
others were on part time through the 
spring and summer, fhere was at no 
time an excessive amount of unem- 
ployment. Now that business is pick- 
ing up again, it looks as if there will 
be a labor shortage in many lines this 
fall and winter. In some cases, & 
plant that closed down a few months 
ago and reopened recently has found 
that many of its former employees 
have found work in other places or 
have even taken up a new line of ac- 
tivity... : 

The oi] industry is still the one 
big trade that is in a slump. This is 
due to the steady increase in pro- 
duction of crude oil and gasoline, de- 
spite the enormous supply in stor- 
age. Consumption of oil is also stead- 
ily increasing but this is lost sight of 
in the very weak statistical position 
of this business. Eventually consump- 
tion will eat into the stored surplus 
but this may be a long ways off. 

Copper Slightly Off. 

Copper has eased slightly but there 
is no indication that this is more 
than a temporary development and 
leading selling interests look for a re- 
newal of strength in metal prices in 
September, predicting 15-cent metal 
by the end of October. Demand has 
continued in excess of the new sup- 


ply. 

Steel orders are larger and there 
is a real buying movement in sight 
now. The prospects favor a revival in 
this industry that will carry it back 
to the best conditions of recent vears, 
for many consumers have been hold- 
ing off in 
they are expected to rush 
market in the near future. Railroads 
are expected to place some large or- 
ders for equipment and rails this fall. 

Cotton prices were weak, following 
the government report at the end of 
the previous week in which a decided 
gain in the size of the: crop was in- 
dicated. Many operators in this mar- 
ket had believed that a 12,000,000- 
bale crop is the best that can be 
counted on, but the latest government 
figures indicate it will be near to 13,- 
000,000. Even that is not excessive, 
however, in view of the prospects for 
a revival in the textile trades and 
those who are bullish on cotton look 
3 some good advances later in the 
all.

The purpose of the schcol is to in- 
crease the vocational ability of its 
students, and to better prepare them 
to meet the economic an: social prob- 
lems of life. 

The school is in continuous session 
from 7:30 a. m. to 6:30 p. m, five 
days per week. There ure no evening 
classes at present. Instruction is 
largely individual, and cizss work is 
fitted to the student, instead of the 
student to a previously outlined 
course of study. However, certain 
objectives are desirable in every sub- 
ject and the student is led to attain 
these in the manner best suited to 
him. 

Classes in the following subjects will 
be organized immediately, and if the 
demand be sufficient, ethers will be 
added to the curriculum: 

business English, business arithme- 
tic, penmanship, spellinz, typewriting, 
shorthand, dictation, bookkeeping, of- 
fice practice, retail selling, trade sew- 
ing, trade millinery, beauty culture 
trade, business girls’ sewing, business 
girls’ millinery, general continuation 
subjects and Americanization.

First the interstate 
commerce commission was ordered by 
congress to “as soon as practicable 
prepare and adopt a lan for the con- 
solidation of the railway properties 
of the United States into a limited 
number of systems.” A_ tentativ? 
plan has been prepared by the com- 
mission with due regard tor the law 
passed by congress which further pro- 
vides that “in the division of such 
railways into such systems under such 
plan competition shall be preserve 


. ‘ 
New York, August 30.—Erie ai-| 
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as fully as possible and wherever prac- 
ticable the existing routes and chan- 
nels trade shall be maintained.” 
The law further provides that when 
the commission has agreed upon a 
tentative plan it shall be given due 
publicity including a notice to the 
governor of each state served and 
public ‘earings must then be held to 
afford an opportunity for anyone in- 
terested to file objections. 

In no respect does thé Van Swer- 
ingen plah conform to ihe tentative 
plan which the interstate. commerce 
commission has worked out and made 
public. What attitude the commis- 
sion will take regarding the Van 
Sweringen plan remains te be seen. 
The transportation act o* 1920 also 
provides for voluntary consolidations 
such as the Van Swering2ns propose, 
but it is added that such voluntary 
consolidations which must be approved 
by the commission “must be in har- 
mony with and in furtherance of the 
complete plan of consolidation.” It 
is for the commission to decide 
whether or not the Van Sweringen 
plan is in harmony with’ and in 
furtherance of the tentative genera! 
consolidation plan already announced. 

If the decision is favorable to the 
Van Sweringens, much remains to be 
done, for the transportation act of 
1920 provides that value of the bonds 
and stocks at par of the riilroads to 
be consolidated under a voluntary plan 
such 2s the Van Sweringens propose 
“shall not exceed the value of the con- 
solidated properties as determined by 
the commission.” This valuation 
work of the railroads by the commis- 
sion ordered by congress over ten years 
ago is still far from completed. | 

Governors Must Act. 

In cases of voluntary consolidations 
such as the Van Swerinrens propose 
the transportation act>+. 1920 pro- 
vides that after the commission has 
decided that such mergers are in the 
interests of the public the commis- 
sion must “notify the governors of 
each state in which any part of the 
properties sought to be consolidated 
is situated,” and public hearings must 
be held to consider any objections 
from eny interested parties. 

With such orders to obey it may 
be seen that an early decision on the 
Van Uweringen merger should not be 
expected from the interstate commerce 
commission. There are many points 
for the commission to consider. In 
the first place the real object of con- 
gress in passing the transportation 
act of 1920 was to get rid of the so- 
called weak roads by having suck 
roads consolidated with strong ones, 
In discussing the proposed Van Swer- 
ingen merger this week in private con- 
versation some railway officials here 
expressed the opinion that a billion 
dollars could be spent for terminals, 
second track, equipment, etc., with- 
out wasting « penny to bring the pro- 
posed Van Sweringen merger up te 
the point where high cless service 
could be given the traveling and ship- 
ping public. How can such money be 
raised? Do any of the roads involved 
in the proposed merger enjoy high- 
grade credit, sufficient to float large 
bond issues? These and oiher similar 
questions were discussed quietly this 
week in railway circles here. 

In such discussions not the least 
important point raised was that of 
terminals. Here is where the greatest 
cost is incurred in moving freight. 
The proposed consolidation is not 
strong in terminals here, at Chicago 
and at other important centers.

Then the stockholder or official is 
injured, and the question is whether 
he is entitled to compensation. 

“You're a stockholder or official. 
not a workman, and you're not en- 


‘titled to the benefit of the law,” is

HE so-called police dogs, so 


db popular nowadays as pets’ and 
te protectors of human life and 
property, are not, as a great 
many of their owners and 
breeders believe, the result of 

‘a cross with the wolf. 


Science is able to trace this breed’s 
line of descent straight back to the 
faithful dogs which primitive man used 
thousands of years ago to guard his 
first flocks of sheep, and at no point 
in the genealogy is there any evidence 
of any interbreeding with a wolf or 
other wild animal. 


‘It is true that the police dog, like 
every other variety of dog, spra g from 
the same mammal-like reptiles of mil- 
lions of years ago that gave the world 
wolves, foxes, jackals and other wild 
creatures belonging to the great animal 
family known as Canidae. But this 
does not make the police dog any 
more closely related to the wolf than 
we are believed to be to the monkeys. 

According to the evoluc.onists’ 
theories which Mr. Bryan disputes, men 
and the apes had a common ancestor 
just as did wolves and dogs. 

There is as great confusion: in the 
popular mind over the police dog’s 
name as there is over its origin. In 
England the breed is known as the Al- 
satian walf dog, and in France, since 
the war, as’ the Alsatian shepherd dog, 
while everywhere it is called the police 
dog. | 

It is in reality—as Miss Anne Tracy, 
secretary of the Shepherd Dog Club of 
America, explains in a recent issue of 
“The Journal of Heredity’—the na- 
tive sheepfolding dog of Germany, and 
it ought to be known as shepherd dog, 
the designation given it by the Ameri- 
can Kennel club. 

‘‘There-is a legend that these dogs 
are the product of a wolf-dog cross,”’ 
says Miss Tracy. ‘Nothing, however, 
_could be further from the truth. 

“It is the height of unreasonableness 
io suppose that the get or great-get of 
a wolf can be a reliable sheepherder, 
vet, as has been shown, the pillars of 
the breed were almost all working dogs.

Many scientists have, in the past, en- 
deavored to cross the various Canidae, 
but the result has always been the same 
—a hybrid curiosity lacking the good 
qualities of either parent and fit only 
for confinement in a zoo. 

“Buffon succeeded in breeding four 
generations of such hybrids, but he 
found that they would never domesti- 
cate. His experiments and experiences 
have been repeated time after time. 

“While there is a great similarity of 
osteology between the two canids, wolf 
and dog, there are several radical dif- 
ferences. The most convincing to a lay 
student is in the tracks. 

“The two middle claws in that of the 
wolf are close together and in the dog’s 
are separated. The wolf’s claws go 
deeper and the impression is more 
hairy. The imprint is longer and nar- 
rower and the ball of the foot more 
prominent. 

‘If we go back and study the his- 
tory of the various civilizations of the 
world, at no time do we ever find the 
names used for degs confounded with 
those used for the wolf, and a thorough 
philological study would assuredly 
show that in no language and at no 
period did man positively confound the 
wolf, jackal or fox with a real dog. 

“One has always been a menace to 
man’s flocks and the other has for just 
as long a period been a domestic and 
eminently useful animal. 

“The foreign breeders and dealers 
who advertised their stock as carrying 
wolf blood did so either from ignorance 
or from a misguided but, alas! well 
founded idea that it would increase the 
interest of the lay fancier and thereby 
the financial value of his dogs. 

“No authenticated case is on record 
and no dog registered in the German 
studbook can be traced back to a 


wolf.”’ 


FENHE earliest known beasts of prey, 

the Creodonta, were probably the 
primitive ancestors from which all dogs 
are indirectly descended. We first hear 
of them in the Eocene period. Wolves 
did not appear until later. . 

With the exception of same islands, 
there are few parts of the world where 
we cannot find evidence that dogs in 
some form existed as an aboriginal 
animal. 

‘“‘As the dog alone of all brute crea- 
tion voluntarily associates himself with 
the conditions of man’s existence,’’ says 
Professor C. Hamilton Smith, “‘it is fair 
to presume:also that he was the first 
of man’s companions and that to his 
manifold good qualities the first hunt- 
ers were indebted for their conquest 
and subjugation of other species.’’ 

Primitive man, according to Miss 
Tracy, doubtless considered dogs from 
a purely utilitarian standpoint and by 
the process of elimination established 
strains adapted to his needs. The men 
of the Old Stone Age apparently had 
house dogs, probably as watchdogs, for 
deposits in Denmark and Switzerland 
prove that dogs were already domestic 
animals in the Neolithic and Bronze 
ages. 

We can get an idea of the type of 
dog kept by the Neanderthal man from 
the wild dog of Ecuador, which prob- 
ably bears a strong resemblance to his 
Neolithic prototype.

NG ANP cas] THE BECOMING HAT FOR EVERY TYPE OF 


Do you live in a “sunshire 
center,” or a “cloud zone?” 
you know that cettain parts of North 
America are very definitely marked 
as regions of sunsh‘ne, while other 
parts are xnown ag areas. of cloud? 

While most’ ofAhe wealth and 
population cen*érs lie east of the 
Mississippi, the country’s ‘“sun- 
Shine center,’’ is situated in the ex- 
treme southwest, rear the mouth 
of the Colorado river. Yuma, Ari- 
zona, furnishes the dot on the map 
on which to place acompass and 
draw the circle intc which the sun- 
beams pour alin st ceaselessly dur- 
ing daylight nours. Only 18 days 
in the average year can be called 
cloudy ones in Yuma and in a rough- 
ly circular area about a ~~ hundred 
miles from the city im every direc- 


tion, 
Catches Sunbeams. 

Considering the length of *the 
days as well as their number, the 
region around Yuma and embrac- 
ing the southwestern third of Ari- 
zona gets 85 per cent of all the 
sunbeams aimed at it during the 
year, while 80 per cent of all the 
sunshine that could be received hi's 
the mark in the southeastern end of 
California, practically the whole of 
Arizona, southwestern New Mexico 
and the little sharp westernmost 
point of Texas around El Paso. 

The “cloud center’ of the Unit- 
ed States is also in the far west. It 
is located in a little region in west- 
ern Washington near the southern- 
most indentation of Puget Sound. 
Half the days there are cloudy and 
an” additional 30 per cent are par- 
tially cloudy. About this center is 
a large area of only slightly less 
marked cloudiness, 

Are Other Centers. 

There are two secondary “cloud 
centers’ in the east On the south- 
eastern shore of Lake Ontario and 
in the Upper Peninsula of Michigan, 
between Lakes Superior and Michi- 
gan, three-quarters of the days in a 
vear are either cloudy or parily 
cloudy, 

Sunshine and clouds each have 
a dollar and cents value. In the 
sunshine region the “80 per cent 
sunshine,” slogan sells that part of 
the country to thousands of tourists 
and health seekers. 


MAGIC MIRROR 


“The Magic Mirror—#tep this 
way and see yourself thin, fat, tall, 
s.ort!’’ cries the circus announcer. 
We follow the crowd into a room 
tiled with mirrors, and on loekirg 

ito «6them, behold. ourselves in 

vartous comical, hideous or queer 
shapes, How do we get to lock 
like that?’’ we ask. 

The ‘“‘magic” is all in the man- 
ufacture Of the mirror. Before a 
looking-glass is shipped from a fac- 
tory if is examined by an expert 
ior flaws. If a defect, no matter 
how Slight, is found, the mirror ts 
not Saleavle as a “‘perfect’’ glass, and 
is Sent.to another department. 

Here it may be used for a number 
of things. Sometimes it is broken 
up for small mirrors. More ofien 
it is carefully waved so as to. pro- 
duce queer, laughable reflectiors. 
An ordinary glass may be waved ta 
a number of styles, making the be- 
holder look like a person with sever- 
al heads, zizag legs or enormous 
hands, 


Used Polished Metal. 

Magic mirrors were not uncom- 
mon in the Middle Ages, when pol- 
ished metal and steel served as look- 
- ing-glasses. The surface of the 
glass, when made slightly convex 
in form, would reflect the image as 
one-half its size. At that time it 
was the fashion for women to carry 
small hand-mirrors of polished metal 
in attractive, carved ivory boxes 
with elaborate designs. 

In China and Japan, mirrors of 
polished metal were first used as 
early as the ninth century, and 
even now are preferred to any 
modern mirrors, because of their 
religious significance. In every 
household, poor as well as rich, the 
large bronze mirror plays an im- 
portant part, as it is believed that 
the first Japanese mirror was given 
at the foundation of the empire by 
a sun goddess. ee 
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Have you bought your fall hat 
yet? If you haven't take a look at 
yourself in the mirror before you go 
shopping and decide just what type 
of hat you ought to wear. Maybe 
you have bought “just hats’ and 
some looked well on you and some 
didn’t, but you don’t know why. 
Maybe mother selected certain hats 
which looked right on you, but you 
didn’t understand why her choice 
was best.. 

A hat, should, first of all, be made 
to fit the head. It should fit snug- 
ly, so as not to give a ‘“‘stuck-on”’ 
appearance. Padding a large hat 
seldom improves if, for it doesn't 
fit your head in the first place, the 
chances are that it - would make you 
look top-heavy. .~ 

Polk Shapes Good.

brimmed bonnet, as did the girl in 
the lower left-hand corner. When 
She bought one of the popular wide 
at the side shapes, with narrow 
front and back, she improved her 
looks at once 
Gets Full Length View. 


In buying hats you ought to look 
at yourself in a full length mirror 
before finally deciding on a certain 
hat. The girl wearing the square 
crowned sailor shape hat thought 
it looked becoming when she was 
Sitting down, but she forgot that 
she was short and that sort of crown 


would give her a very dumpy ap- 
pearance. A tali, striking looking 
girl can wear the stiff, square crown, 
but the short girl must stick to a 
hat shape with a soft crown that 
follows closely the shape of her 
head.

that’s because of the peanuts people- 


feed them. 

Another odd thing about the ele- 
phant, which maybe you~ never 
noticed, is that his hind legs bend 
backward instead of forward! And 
that funny little tail—it isn’t such 
an insignificant thing as it seems, 
for it has so much strength in it 
that an elephant can knock a man 
over with one blow of that little 
rope-like tail. 

Horses Are Hard to Train. 


When it comes to training ele- 
phants, the Asiatic elephant is best, 
as it learns much more quickly than 
the African type.

Every day he would push 
her down in a specially made chair, 
wrap her trunk aroani the beti on 
the table, and shake the trunk and 
bell up and down. Then he'd give 


her a lump of sugar which met with 
a squeal of delight 
Ideas Must “Take.” 


Day after day he did this. She 
obeyed very well, but somehow 
never got the idea herself. Her 
trainer was discouraged. Then one 
day he led her to the table and stop- 
ped a few minutes to do something 
else . The lady elephant grew im- 
patient Suddenly she flopped down 
in the chair and seized the bell and 


shook it-for her lump of sugar. The 


idea. had finally ‘‘taken.” 

Elephants are taught to stand 
on their heads and perform other 
balancing tricks by the use of har- 
nesses and pulleys. They are strap- 
ped in position and held up—and it 
necds a regular derrick to do it—

Cats Are Not Tractable. 

The ‘cat’ animals are a different 
proposition.

Today the so-called herd dogs of 
Russia, Poland and the various Central 
European countries as well as those of

War, did actual herding, in 
the modern sense, become a 
necessity. 

To this day, in those dis- 
tricts where wolves and bears 
were last seen or where sSet- 
tlements are sparse and the 
areas under cultivation small- 
er and more widely scattered, 
the older type is still in com- 
mon use. | 

In. other districts, where 
sheep graze all the year roun#, 
where the grazing ground may 
be a field just harvested, the 
grass-grown edges of the high- 
ways or any unfenced bit of 
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iand bordering on a stand of wheat or 
other valuable crop, herding requires 
great intelligence and unlimited endur- 
ance on the part of the dog. The larg- 
er, heavier types heretofore in general 
use had to give way to a smaller, het- 
ter adapted dog. : 

The natural result was the utilization 
of the house and watchdog which had 
undoubtedly already assisted in the 
work of the drovers.
